i. The high intelligence potential of conferences with United
States Govermment officiels returning from abroa: deperds in large
part upcn the opportunity they provide to securs from such officials
their personal and uninhibited views and opinions. This dcpends ir
twrn on the guarantee vhich can be given to such officials that their
remarks, however informel, will be honored by atwolute and rigorous
security preceutions on the part of all attendirg; such conferences.,

2. In order to insure that such securlty precautions are taken
to the fullest possible extent, certain steps arc proposed to increase
existing security guarantees and thereby further reduce the danger o7
security viclations. 8ince saversl security vicd.ations have occurrad
in the recent pest in conpnection with perticipetion of the intelligonce
agencies in such conferences, I consider it deslyable to tighten up on
the security aspects of this matter and to regulzrize other procederal
aspects thereof.

3. The attached drafi of a proposed esgreement covering operatlional
relationships in this matter is submitied for yaw concurrence and/or
comment. After the final text of this paper is rgreed upon by all con-
cerned, it is proposed that 1t be issued as an teragency Operatin’
Procedure” on this subject.

k. It is believed that there are other opa-ational and procedural
relationships vhich need clarificaticn end stand&rdization., Often these
matters apply to CIA's relationship with only o or o few of the intel-
ligence sgencles.
